the period 1909 to 1913, and more than at any other time in the his- 
tory of the nation. In 1921 the farmers of the United States sold 
abroad 129,000,000 budieU of oom, against 23,000,000 bushel, in 1920 
and 23,000,000 buaheU in 1919, and an averagto of 41,000,000 buaheU 
for the 1909-1913 period, and more tiian tT«r ha. been sent abroad in 
a aingle year befo(;e. Dairy and meat products went across the water 
in rimilar proportion.. 

In other words, thf American farmer had the European market 
and sold there more than he ever did before, and went broke.
